INTRODUCTION

1  have  read  this  book  carefully  and  I  think,  with 
an  impartial  spirit.  While  I  have  never  seen  any- 
thing written  by  the  critics,  which  has  shaken  my 
faith  in  the  truthfulness  of  God's  Word,  I  have  so 
much  respect  for  the  honesty  and  ability  of  the  author, 
tliat  I  read  it  with  the  hope  that  through  it  I  would 
gain  some  further  knowledge  of  the  revelation  of  God 
to  man,  which  his  sermons  so  frequently  and 
so  fully  portray.  I  sorrowfully  confess,  however, 
my  great  disa'^pointment.  If  I  were  a  young  chris- 
tian I  fear  that  the  destructive  nature  of  its  crit- 
icism would  weaken,  if  not  destroy  my  faith — com- 
ing as  it  does  from  the  pen  of  one,  who  for  so  many 
years  has  occupied  such  a  high  position  in  our  Metho- 
dist Ministry  and  who  now  fills  such  an  important 
chair  in  our  Methodist  College — its  effect  and  the 
effect  of  such  teaching  in  our  college  will  in  my  opin- 
ion be  exceedingly  harmful  and  far-reaching  in  its 
baneful  results.  Professor  Jackson's  statements  and 
arguments  are  not  new — in  fact,  he  does  not  pretend 
that  they  are — and  have  been  answered  many  times 
by  men  of  equal,  if  not  greater  ability.  I  have  not, 
therefore,  in  the  following  pages  advanced  any 
argument  of  my  own,  by  way  of  refutation,  I 
have  simply  given  some  of  the  words  of  our  Lord 


and  ^faster  Christ,  and  the  inspired  writers  of  the 
New  'i'estament  referrin^j^  to  the  ( )1(I  Testament  re- 
cords and  characters,  which  Trofcssor  Jackson  rele- 
gates either  to  absolute  fictii  ii  or  "historical  ri)m- 
ance."  and  to  the  beliefs  held  all  down  the  centuries 
by  wise  an^l  i;()0(l  men.  which  he  declares  are  "whol- 
ly untenable." 

I  have  not  referred  to  any  passaj^a'  in  the  Old  Tes- 
tament, nor  have  I  by  any  means,  exhausted  the  refer- 
ences in  the  New  and  if  by  the  perusal  of 
these  scriotural  proofs  the  faith  nf  any  one  in  the 
immutable  Word  of  God  is  strengthened,  as  mine  has 
been  in  collocating^  them,  my  object  is  acc(Miiplished.

One  thing  is  plain,  the  critical  enquiry  must 
go  on.  To  suppose  that  at  this  hour  of  the  day, 
we  can  by  an  appeal  to  authority,  check  discus- 
sion on  a  matter,  which  Ij  s  within  the  realm  of 
literary  or  historical  investigation,  is  the  idlest 
of  idle  dreams.  A  man  may  not  do  violence 
to  his  intellectual  conscience  at  the  bidding  of 
any  authority,  however  august,  and  such  an 
appeal  can  hardly  accomplish  anything,  unless  it 
be  to  discredit  the  authority  itself."  (JPages  46-

The  Mosaic  Account  of 
the  Creation 


Professor  Jackson  Says: — 

"If  any  one  is  quite  sure  that  Moses  wrote 
the  Pentateuch,  if  he  finds  in  the  first  chapter 
of  Genesis  an  anticipation  of  the  discovery  of 
modern  science,  and  in  the  chapters  that 
immediately  follow,  a  trustworthy  historical 
account  of  the  beginnings  of  human  life  and 
civilization  ...  he  will  be  well  advised  to  give 
these  lectures  the  go-by,  they  are  not  for 
him.  For  I  do  not  believe  these  things  and  I 
shall  not  hesitate  to  say  so  with  perfect  frank- 
ness." (Pages  13-14.) 

"If  we  could  forget  that  the  first  eleven 
chapters  of  the  Bible  are  a  part  of  the  Bible, 
and  could  allow  them  to  make  their  natural 

impression    upon   us if,  I  say,  we 

read  things  like  these  ir  any  other  book,  we 
should  never  dream  of  taking  them  as  the  sober 
record  of  actual  facts.  We  should  say  at  once, 
'This  is  not  history.  This  is  myth,  legend, 
allegory.'  And  such  it  seems  to  me  is  the  im- 
pression which  these  narratives  naturally  pro- 
duce on  an  unbiased  mind."    (Pages  102-103.) 

"On  the  story  of  the  Fall  it  is  unnecessary 
to  dwell  because  even  the  most  thorough- 
paced literalist  hesitates  to  treat  its  pictur- 
esque details  as  sober  prose.    I  only  refer  to 
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this  subject  at  all  because  it  has  seemed  to 
some  that  unless  we  can  establish  the  histor- 
ical reality  of  Adam  and  Eve  and  their  doings 
in  the  garden  we  have  lost  use  of  the  chief 
corner  stones  of  Christian  doctrine.

Professor  Jackson  Says: — 

Genesis,  Chapters  VI-IX  relate  the  story 
of  the  Flood.  In  form  the  story  is  a  unit,  but 
as  any  one  may  see,  it  doubles  back  upon  itself 
and  repeats  and  sometimes  contradicts  itself,  in 
the  most  extraordinary  fashion."    (Page  35.) 

Is  the  story  of  the  flood,  with  its  curious  in- 
volutions and  contradictions,  the  literary  prod- 
uct of  a  single  mind?"     (Page  36.) 

"About  the  story  of  the  Flood,  I  have  no 
time  now  to  enter.  Suffice  it  to  say,  this  also 
belongs  to  the  world  of  Hebrew  legend,  rather 

than  of     history the     narrative  as  it 

stands  is  plainly  unhistorical.  Probably  no  intel- 
ligent person  now  believes  in  a  universal  del- 
uge, which  submerged  the  tops  of  the  highest 
mountains  over  the  whole  earth.  But  even  the 
substitution  of  a  partial  for  a  universal  flood — 
does  not  carry  us  far  along  the  road  to  credi- 
bility."   (Page  112.)

The  Patriarchal  Narratives 


Professor  Jackson  Says: — 

"What  are  we  to  say  of  the  patriarchal  nar- 
atives,  those  old-world  stories  of  Abraham, 
Isaac  and  Joseph,  which  have  delighted  the 
childhood  and  instructed  the  manhood  of  sixty 
generations  of  Christian  believers,— May  we 
still  continue  to  regard  them  as  genuinely  histor- 
ical records?  The  difficulty  is  this  .  .  .  that 
even  if  we  admit  the  Mosaic  authorship  of  the 
Pentateuch, — a  gigantic  and  wholly  impossible 
concession — there  still  remains  between  Abra- 
ham and  Moses  a  gulf  of  more  than  a  thousand 
years.  ...  In  the  face  of  a  fact  like  this— 
for  which  we  are  in  no  way  responsible,  but 
which  it  would  be  dishonest  to  ignore— we  have 
no  alternative  but  to  ask  what  degree  of  his- 
torical trustworthiness  belongs  to  these  nar- 
atives?     (Pages  77-78. 

"Nevertheless,  when  all  has  been  said  the 
thousand  years  of  which  I  have  spoken  still 
remain  a  difficulty  which  the  present  state  of 
our  knowledge  does  not  allow  us  to  surmount." 
(Page  80.) 

"We  have  no  alternative  but  to  admit,  how- 
ever reluctantly,  that  concerning  the  patriarchal 
period  we  do  not  and  cannot  possess  the  same 
kind  of  certainty  as  is  afforded  by  the  ampler 
evidences  of  the  age  of  the  prophets  and  the  lat- 
er years  of  Israel's  history."

VI. 

The  Psalms 


Professor  Jackson  Says: — 

"There  is  no  longer  any  serious  defence 
either  of  the  Mosaic  authorship  of  the  Penta- 
teuch or  of  the  unity  of  the  Book  of  Isaiah. 
With  similar  unanimity  Solomon  is  d'iclared 
not  to  be  the  author  of  the  Proverbs,  Ecclesias- 
tics or  the  Song  of  Songs.  In  regard  to  the 
Psalms,  even  so  cautious  an  Old  Testament 
scholar  as  Dr.  W.  T.  Davidson  concludes  that 
though  ten  or  twenty  Psalms  may  have  come 
down  to  us  from  David's  pen,  the  number  can 
hardly  be  greater  and  may  have  been  still  less. 
It  cannot  certainly  be  proved,  he  says,  that 
David  wrote  any  Psalms."  (Pages  18-19.) 

"Christ  assumes  the  Mosaic  authorship  of 
the  Pentateuch  and  the  Davidic  authorship  of 
the  iioth  Psalm — Modern  scholarship  denies 
both."     (Page  50.) 

Jesus  Christ  Says: — 

"What  think  ye  of  Christ  whose  son  is  he?  They 
say  unto  Him,  the  Son  of  David.  He  saith  unto 
them,  How  then  doth  David  in  spirit  call  him 
T-ord,  saying,  the  T.ord  said  unto  inv  Lord,  sit  thou 
on  my  right  hand  till  I  make  thine  enemies  my  foot 
stool.

Professor  Jackson  Says: — 

"  'The  inspiration  of  the  Old  Testament  is  the 
all  sufficient  guarantee  of  its  historical  trust- 
worthiness.' This  is  a  position  which,  as  we 
know,  has  often  been  maintained  by  wise  and 
good  men.  It  is  nevertheless  wholly  untenable, 
for  if  the  question  be  urged,  'how  do  you  know 
that  inspiration  is  a  guarantee  of  historical  in- 
fallibility?' there  is  simply  no  answer.     (Page 

57.) 

"The  moment  we  give  up  spinning  theories 
of  inspiration  out  of  our  own  heads  and  turn  to 
the  Bible  itself  we  find  that  so  far  from  there 
being  any  evidence  that  its  historians  were 
somehow  supernaturally  provided  with  the  in- 
formation which  other  historians  have  diligently 
to  search  for,  all  the  evidence  we  possess  points 
the  other  way."    (Pages  58,  59.) 

"But  someone  will  ask  'Could  not  God  Him- 
self have  bridged  the  gulf  and  have  made  known 
to  the  sacred  writers  the  things  that  had  hap- 
pened in  the  past  history  of  their  race?'  That 
is  a  question  which  I  must  respectfully  decline 
to  discuss.  .  .  We  have  to  deal  with  plain 
facts,  and  the  facts  are  these,  that  there  is  not 
the  smallest  vestige  of  evidence  that  God  did 
aid  the  Biblical  writers  in  the  way  suggested; 
that  none  of  them  anywhere  claims  to  have 
received  such  aid,  and  that  all  the  evidence 
we  possess  would  lead  us  to  suppose  that  in  the 
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collection  of  the  materials  of  their  stories,  they 
followed  the  usual  method  of  ordinary  histor- 
ians. Unproved  and  unprovable  assertions  of 
this  kind  therefore  can  do  nothing  to  provide 
an  escape  from  a  difficulty  which  the  facts  of 
the  Bible  itself  have  created  for  us."  (Pages 
80.  81.)
